South Coast Air Quality Management District approved Grant application for Diesel Exhaust 
Filter - $44,000 for Claire Longview Exhaust system. Grant was increased from $16,000 
original request. Exhaust device is to be installed sometime in August / September. 

Audio tour is still being refined by Jim Sakalis to make it trigger on GPS points. Hopefully, 
system will be installed by end of July.

Executive Committee approved $15,000 expenditure to produce a video promoting Gateway to 
L.A. Bids were received by 3 production companies and Go 2 Productions was awarded 
contract. Outline and script are being drafted. Video will be posted on new website and 
available for possible use in hotel lobbies. 

LA Inc. Marketing effort 

Working with LA Inc. to collect pictures and information for the new marketing brochure for 
the Century Blvd. hotel market. 

Also, working with a graphic artist to create at Signature Poster for Gateway to L.A. that would 
include aerial shots of Century, the LAX pylons, close proximity to the beach.

6. LA INC. MARKETING BROCHURE UPDATE 

Julia Kopischke presented the most recent draft version of the destination marketing brochure 
that is being produced by LA Inc. Area photographs are to be shot in the coming weeks. 

7. STREET & SIDEWALK IMPROVEMENTS 

Representatives from the Bureau of Street services briefed members on the Street & Sidewalk 
Improvements that will be made as a result of receiving $7.5 million in Lederal Stimulus 
Lunds. The project started on July 1 st and will take approximately 2 years to complete. Plans 
include new sidewalks to be poured along Vicksburg Ave. and 98 th Street, sidewalks to be 
repaired where tree roots have lifted the concrete, storm drains will be repaired to better handle 
water runoff, driveways and curbs will be brought into compliance with Lederal ADA codes, 
streets will be repaired and paved. 

The Bureau of Street Services staff were asked to provide a schedule and advance notice of 
construction. 

8. L.A. COMMUNITY COLLEGE DISTRICT DEVELOPMENT UPDATE 

Larry Eisenberg, with Los Angeles Community College District, updated members on their 
plans to develop their property. The construction is scheduled to begin in the second quarter of 
2010. Measure J funding will pay for improvements which will include a hospitality training 
facility, break-out rooms, classrooms and laboratories. The development will also include 
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modest to high-end restaurants. LACCD is talking to LAWA regarding a transportation 
connection to LAX. 

9. NEW BUSINESS 

DWP Plans for Undergrounding Utilities 

Vahan Barseghian, Department of Water & Power, announced plans to establish an 
Underground District along 98 th Street west of Airport Blvd. Construction is scheduled to 
begin in 2010, estimated to cost $3-4 million, and will take approximately 2 years to 
complete. Funding comes from the Power Reliability Program. DWP will be coordinating 
with telephone and cable utilities, and will meet with property owners to discuss impacts to 
each property. Undergrounding the utilities will increase the reliability of utilities and reduce 
incidents of outages, along with visual aesthetic benefits.
